at present held by unmarried women 
and widows owning property, It was 
stated this question was at present 
under consideration by the assessment 
committee, and an amendment to the 
city charter providing for the point 
would be asked.

Liverymen Renew Application. 

Griesbach, O'Connor & Allison, re- 
presenting the Liveryman's Associa- 
tion, wrote renewing the application 
of this association for a by-law licens- 
ing liverymen.

these expenditures. This report was 
approved and adopted by the coun- 


cil and the impression immediately 
got abroad that we were prepared to 
issue and sell debentures to this am- 
ount, As a consequence we have been 
very frequently approached with of- 
fers and requests for options on these 
debentures, Recently we have obtain- 
ed information which warrants us in 
expecting a favorable price in the im- 
mediate future and we deem it desir- 
able to be in a position to avail our- 
selves of the opportunity as early as 
possible. We consequently arranged 
to hurry forward the audit and ad- 
justment of accounts to produce the 
actual figures in regard to those sev- 
eral expenditures and submit the ne- 
cessary authorization bylaws upon 
these figures at the earliest possible 
date,several of which bylaws will have 
to be submitted to the :atepayere and 
voted upon by them before being fin- 
ally passed,
